IT WOULD BE presumptuo us o f o ut­ 
siders at this stag e o f the infig hting to 
pick a winner. Fred Ko rth, secretary o f 
the nav y , has resig ned because he was 
o v erruled in a sho wdo wn with Secretary 
o f Defense McNamara. But he did no t 
necessarily lo se by resig ning . 
This is what Mr. Ko rth sho uld do if un­ 
willing to g o alo ng with a decisio n he can­ 
no t chang e.

It apparently is whether tax pay ers o f 
the United States sho uld pay fo r ano ther 
supercarrier like the U.S.S. Enterprise, 
First nuclear-po wered carrier and

Go liath o f all ships. 
Secretary McNamara do es no t believ e 
there sho uld be. The Enterprise co st up­ 
ward o f half a billio n do llars. He do es 
no t 
believ e 
the 
supercarrier 
co ncept 
sho uld be carried further than it has 
been carried. 
The defense secretary is no t fig hting 
just nuclear-po wered carriers but ex ten­ 
sio n o f the carrier co ncept. He is co m­ 
mitted to the newer co ncept o f nuclear- 
po wered, far-rang ing , elusiv e submarines 
equipped with Po laris missiles. 


IT IS THE o ld issue with new names. 
It is the battleship v s. the airplane. It is 
cav alry v s. trucks and tanks. It is the 
paratro o per v s. the fo o t so ldier, the ar­ 
tillery man v s. the bambardier. 
Ev ery sho wdo wn in the tense and nev er- 
ending tussle o f tacticians and strateg ists 
so o ner o r later inv o lv es the public. We 
are asked to take sides, usually o n the 
spurio us basis o f whether we want to be 
defended in the g o o d o ld-fashio ned way , o r 
are willing to trust o ur lo v ed o nes and 
o urselv es to fly -by -nig ht factio ns o f ex ­ 
perimenters who think they hav e so me­ 
thing better. 
What we want, o f co urse, is to be de­ 
fended witho ut g o ing bankrupt. On that 
basis, we feel like keeping an o pen mind 
o n a pro po sitio n to build mo re half-billio n- 
do llar aircraft carriers that co uld be put 
o ut o f co mmissio n by o ne ro cket, 
o ne 
bo mb, o r as little as o ne suicide pilo t in 
an airplane lo aded with ex plo siv es. 
We’d hav e to say Secretary McNamara 
was wro ng because he tang led with the 
U.S. Nav y , which o ne bo ug ht airplanes.

publican ticket in 196 4. But it

co ntest. 
Its reaso n fo r this is that if 
Go ldwater is entered in the pri­ 
mary there may be o ther co n­ 
testants. perhaps Go v . Nelso n 
Ro ckefeller. This wo uld inv o lv e 
an intra-party fig ht. Such

fig ht wo uld co nsume mo ney and 
reso urces badly needed to win 
in the electio n itself.

THIS INTERPRETATION o f 
the attitude o f Ohio Republican 
leaders by Nix o n is no t co rrect.

In 1958, wher the Republicans 
lo st the Ohio electio n, rig ht-to - 
wo rk was o n the ballo t and o r­ 
g anized labo r spent $4.5 millio n 
to defeat it.

In the last few y ears the 
Asian strain o f the flu e v iru s 
has b een the p redo minant ty p e 
seen in this co u ntry . The term 
“ flu ,” ho wev er, is lo o sely ap ­ 
p lied to a g reat v ariety o f u p ­ 
p er resp irato ry infectio ns that 
are no t tru e influ enza and are 
no t as sev ere as Asian flu , 
Tru e influ enza o f any ty p e tak­ 
es its heav iest to ll amo ng the 
v ery y o u ng , the v ery o ld and 
the p !reg nant. Yo u can sp read 
It to o thers a day o r two b e­ 
fo re the o nset and fo r ab o u t a 
week thereafter. 
Q—Please ex p lain the mean­ 
ing o f amino acids and nico tinic 
acid. 
A—When p ro teins are b ro ken 
do wn in the p ro cess o f dig es­ 
tio n they are ab so rb ed in the 
b lo o d as amino acids. The b o dy 
u ses these as b u ilding b lo cks to 
fo rm the p ro teins needed 
in 
mu scles, nerv es and o ther tis­ 
su es. 
Q—My do cto r say s 
that

hav e Banti’s disease. W h a t 
cau ses it and what can b e do ne 
fo r it? 
A—Yo n hav e a fo rm o f ane­ 
mia that is asso ciated with en­ 
larg ement o f the sp leen.

fo rm. Sev eral o p eratio ns hav e 
b een reco mmended and

fo rm o f o p eratio n o ffers th e 
b est ho p e fo r a cu re. The ty p e 
o f o p eratio n to b e p erfo rmed 
sho u ld b e left u p to y o u r su r* 
g eo n. 
Q—Ho w clo sely related a r e 
rheu mato id arthritis and lu p u s 
ery themato sis? 
A—Mo st p erso ns with 
lu p u s 
so o ner o r later hav e an inv o lv e­ 
ment o f their jo ints. Often this 
is the first manifestatio n o f the 
disease, (hi the o ther hand, 
there is no thing to p rev ent z 
p erso n who has rheu mato id ar­ 
thritis fro m g etting lu p u s o r 
v ice v ersa.

Repair Task 


Faced by Home 


Party Disrupted by 
Defections at Top 


LONDON (AP)—Lord Home, 
Britain’s new prime minister, 
today faced an u rgent repair 
job on the Conserv ativ e party ’s 
election machinery , disru pted 
by defections at the top. 
Home’s q u ickly constru cted 
Cabinet—largely a reshu ffle of 
Harold Macmillan’s — won gen­ 
eral approv al from Conserv ativ e 
newspapers and derision from 
pro-Labor commentators. 
Editorial writers of both sides 
su ggested the gov ernment mu st 
be handicapped by the refu sal 
of Iain MacLeod and Enoch 
Powell to serv e u nder Home. 
MacLeod, one of the y ou nger 
Tory progressiv es who backed 
Richard A. Bu tler in last week’s 
stru ggle for the leadership was 
ex pected to resign as joint chair­ 
man of the Conserv ativ e party . 
Informed sou rces said his co- 
chairman, financier Lord Poole, 
wou ld resign with him. He had 
backed Science Minister Lord 
Hailsham to su cceed Macmillan. 
MacLeod and Poole were a 
formidable team in planning 
Conserv ativ e platform and fi­ 
nances for the national election 
nex t y ear. Their joint chair­ 
manship probably will be tu rned 
Into a one-man post and giv en 
to John Hare. 52, a former la­ 
bor minister who took the inse­ 
cu re post of chancellor of the 
Du chy of Lancaster in the new 
Cabinet.

Those recommendations went 
to Gov . James A. Rhodes and 
and the legislatu re in one of ser­ 
ies of Little Hoov er Commission 
reports u rging efficiency in state 
gov ernment. 
The Health Department su r­ 
v ey by 8 8 management ex perts 
on loan to the state by indu stry 
u rged the closing of these as- 
sertedly u nneeded TB hospitals: 
Pleasant View in Amherst; 
Mou nt Logan, Chillicothe; Clev e­ 
land M e t r op ol i t a n , Toom- 
ey ; Tru mbu ll Cou nty , Warren; 
Belmont Cou nty , St. Clairsv ille; 
Clark Cou nty , Springfield; Eu ­ 
gene Hu ghes, Hamilton; Rich­ 
land, Mansfield, and Licking 
Cou nty , Newark. 
Patients in those hospitals 
cou ld be transferred to remain­ 
ing regional hospitals, the com­ 
mission said, to sav e abou t $2 
million. 
Another sav ing of $164,000 
cou ld be made by closing depart­ 
ment district offices in Day ton, 
Bowling Green and Cu y ahoga 
Falls to concentrate direction 
from Colu mbu s, the report said. 
And $420,000 wou ld be sav ed, 
the commission added, by end­ 
ing su bsidies av eraging $1,600 a 
district appropriated for 1963. 
The report said su bsidies for 
well established districts are not 
needed and that small districts 
cou ld pu rchase health serv ices 
from the major districts. 
Becau se small districts are u n­ 
economical, the commission u rg­ 
ed a statu tory ban against dis­ 
tricts with cities u nder 5 0,000 
cent legislatu res hav e refu sed to 
approv e.

Wells, spring s, and cisterns 
still are usually better sources 
of water for the home and milk- 
house, but ponds can fill this 
need if they are properly locat­ 
ed and constructed and are eq ­ 
uipped with a filtering sy stem 
approv ed by the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Health. 
A half-acre pond should be 
larg e enoug h to take care of 
the liv estock and farmstead 
needs on the av erag e O h i o 
farm, according to Melv ile L. 
Pamer. Ohio State 
ex tension 
ag rictlural eng ineer. 
Ponds which supply water for 
domestic and milkhouse 
uses 
should be so located and con­ 
structed that the water drain­ 
ing into them is as clean as 
possible, Palmer say s. The pond 
watershed should be free of con­ 
tamination and erosion. 
Best method of treating pond 
water makes use of a slow sand 
filter with storag e tank, an au­ 
tomatic chlorinator, and a float­ 
ing intake. The intake, the en­ 
g ineer ex plains, remov es th e 
water from about two feet be­ 
low the pond surface. From the 
intake ihe water g oes throug h 
the slow sand filter at a rate of 
about two g allons per hour for 
each sq uare foot of filter sur­ 
face area. The water is chlor­ 
inated automatically and stored 
in a tank holding about a 2 - 
day ’s supply . 
The filter for such an ar­ 
rang ement req uires a special 
kind of sand, Palmer say s. He 
urg es interested persons to con­ 
tact their local health depart­ 
ments for details. These offices 
hav e av ailable an Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Health bulletin describ­ 
ing a pond water treatment 
sy stem which the d$>artment 
will approv e for Grade A dairy
